Relative price stability for sil- 
ver is expected for the balance 
of 1965 said Montagu, although 


_ speculative liquidation and price 
- weakness could be witnessed ‘if 


the sharp rise which many specu- 


lators seek is eliminated.” 


On silver consumption for ccin- 
age purposes the London bullion 
brokers had this to say: “We es- 
timate that the current program 
of the U. S. Mint may absorb al- 
most 300 million ounces during 
1965 and, if economic conditions 
remain unchanged, withdrawals 
for other purposes may not be 
less than in 1964. Indeed, as 
stocks run down, it is to be ex- 
pected that speculative and con- 
sumer demands. will increase 
sharply” thus sharply revising up- 
wards previous estimates by other 
institutions. 

Silver in Congress 

Silver was one of the highlights 
during the recent House debate 
on the Treasury, Post Office 
and Executive Office Appropria- 
tion Bill for 1966. During the 
debates, Congressman Silvio O. 
Conte (R-Mass.). well known ap- 
ologist for a debased U. S. metai- 
lic currency and total desilveriza- 
tion, extensively reviewed the sil- 
ver question. Selected excerpts of 
remarks and comments by Rep. 
Conte follows: On Silver Dollars 


 — “One of the most important 


items contained in the Treasury- 
Post Office Departments and Ex- 
ecutive Office appropriations for 
1966 has to do with coinage. Be- 
fore I go into this subject in some 
detail, I should like to discuss the 
question of the minting of silver 


_ dollars. 


Last year’s appropriation bill 
provided funds for the minting of 
45 million new silver dollars. I 
strongly oppose this appropria- 
tion, and I am gratified to note 
in this year’s hearings that my 
reasoning was in accord with Sec- 
retary Dillon’s subsequent deci- 
sion. He testified at the hearings 
on this year’s bill that these sil- 
ver dollars were not minted on 
account of the Treasury’s crash 
program which was necessary to 
meet the demands for other coins. 
The Secretary also stated that we 
eannot mint these dollars now 
without reducing the production 
of other denominations. He stated 
that great pressure was put on 
the Treasury to mint these silver 
dollars, but that in their view, it 
was not proper to undertake this 
minting until such time as they 
were in better shape with coin 
production in the smaller denomi- 
nations. The Secretary informed 
us that both Senators from Mon- 
tana talked very vigorously about 
a need for these coins. However, 
he stated that the Treasury had 
received a report from the sub- 
office of the Federal Reserve in 
Helena, Mont., saying that silver 
dollars had, for all intents and 
purposes, disappeared as a circu- 
lating medium in Montana. Con- 
sequently, if new coins were 1s- 
sued they would go into the hands 
of the speculators and coin col- 


lectors immediately, and would 


not be in circulation more than 


20 minutes. The latest circulation 
statements show 482 million sil- 
ver dollars outstanding, very few 
of which are ever seen. There are 
approximately 3 million silver dol- 
lars remaining in the Treasury. 


The Director of the Mint, Miss 
Eva Adams, informed us that the 
dollars were needed, particularly 
in Western States where these 
coins have been used traditional- 
ly as a medium of exchange. Miss 
Adams told us that she was 
brought up near a mining camp, 
so her sympathy for the western 
producers is quite understand- 
able. However, she did confirm 
the fact that production of silver 
dollars has been temporarily de- 
ferred. She also furnished us with 
some very pertinent and interest- 
ing information on the availability 
of silver dollars. She stated that 
the dollar machines in Las Vegas 
are a great source of revenue to 
the Federal Government, so she 
was anxious that a way be found 
to keep them running. She re- 
marked that the machines opera- 
tors have been very adroit. They 
will give you silver dollars to play 
the machines, but if you win the 
jackpot, or receive even a small 
winning, a security officer will 
take you to the cashier, and you 
must change the silver dollars 
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back into bills. If silver dollars are 
really necessary as a medium of 
exchange in the Western States, 
would it not be more desirable 
to eliminate these machines and 
distribute the dollars where they 
might be needed? I think we could 
lose just as much money on 
the 50-cent machine, although it 
might take twice as long. 

Possibly the day will come when 
we can once again afford to per- 
mit those who hit the jackpot to 
take their silver dollars away 
with them. Until that time, there 
are far better uses for our coin 
presses and for our silver sup- 
ply. I am in favor of retaining 
this coin in our monetary system 
with its present silver content. It 
has remained unchanged since the 
beginning of our coinage system 
in 1792. But I strongly oppose the 
minting of additional silver dol- 
lars at this time. They are in ef- 
fect a collector’s item.” 

On Coin Shortage — “A great 
deal has been said and written 
about our coin shortage. It has 
been with us a long time — in 
fact too long. Funds are being re- 
quested to increase coinage pro- 
duction from 8 billion coins in 
fiscal year 1965 to 9.3 billion in 
fiscal year 1966. Although there 
are indications that the shortage 
is not as bad as it was, this is 
not reassuring and certainly is no 
cause for optimism. 

Secretary Dillon has stated that 
the Federal Reserve feels they art 
pretty well on top of the penny 
shortage, but that there is still no 
inventories in the Reserve banks. 
He stated that nickel inventories 
are still much too low, but they 
are putting great effort there and 
it is hoped that the situation will 
improve in the next few months. 
Although the Treasury has made 
great efforts there has been no 
improvement in silver coins. In- 
ventories in both the mint and the 
Federal Reserve are depleted, and 
therefore, the Treasury will have 
to continue full steam ahead with 
the crash program. Assistant Sec- 
retary Wallace stated that be- 
tween 1959 and 1964 the mint 
very nearly tripled the production 
of coins from 114 to 4 1/3 billion. 
He stated that by June 30, 1965, 
they will have produced 8 billion 
coins during the present fiscal 
year and their machines will be

4 orized silver coins for fractional

ing 416 grains and containing 
- 371.25 grains of pure silver. Coin-

The Act of January 18, 1837, 
fixed the standard for all coins 
i as nine-tenths fine, and fixed the 
gross weight of the silver dollar 
at 412.5 grains and that of other 
silver coins in proportion thereto.

changed. The fractional silver . 


coins were made legal tender at 
their nominal value. A. three-cent 
silver coin of a lesser propor- 
ee tiona te fine silver content was au- 
ed by the Act of March 3, 








sisGald be legal tender for the pay- 
- ment of all sums of 30 cents and 
under. 

By the Act of February 21, 1853, 
the gross weight and fine con- 
tent of the fractional silver coins 
was reduced about 7 percent, the 


weight of the half-dollar being — 


fixed at 192 grains (the pure sil- 
ver content at 172.8 grains, a re- 
duction of 12.825 grains from the 
former standard), and the other 
silver coins were reduced in like 
proportion. Their legal tender 
quality was reduced to $0, and 
free coinage was discontinued. Ac- 
cordingly, fractional silver coins 
became “subsidiary” silver coins. 
and they have since been coined 
only for Government account. 
The Act of February 12, 1873, 
raised slightly the gross weignt 
and fine content of the subsidiary 
silver coins (the gross weight of 
the half-dollar being fixed at 
192.9 grains and that of the other 
coins in proportion), and fixed 
the denominations as 50, 25 and 
10 cent pieces; the silver half- 
dime and the three-cent piece 
were discontinued. A silver 20- 
cent piece was introduced by the 
Act of March 3, 1875, but was dis- 
continued by the Act of May 2, 
1878. The Act of January 14, 
1875, in providing for the resump- 
tion of specie payments, authoriz- 
ed the coinage of silver coins cf 
the denominations of 10, 25 and 
50 cents, to be issued for the re- 
demption of fractional currency. 
The Act of June 9, 1879, in- 
ereased the legal tender quality 
of subsidiary silver to $10, and 
authorized the exchange of sub- 
- sidiary silver coins for lawful 
money in sums of $20 or any 
multiple thereof.

ruled upon by the courts. 
Minor Coins 

Various minor coins have beer 
authorized or changed from time 
to time since the Act of April 2, 
1792, which authorized a cent of 
264, and a half-cent of 132, grains 
of copper. The copper content of 
those two coins was reduced pur- 
suant to succeeding Act (in 1793 
and 1795) and was fixed by 
the Act of January 18, 1837, at 
168 grains of copper for the cent 
and 84 grains for the half-cent. 
The Act of February 21, 1857, 
discontinued these two coins, but 
provided for a cent, weighing 72 
grains, and containing 88 percent 
copper and 12 percent nickel. A 
bronze cent (95 percent copper 
and 5 percent tin and zinc) was 
authorized by the Act of April 
22, 1864, which discontinued the 
cent containing nickel. The weight 
of the bronze cent was fixed at 
48 grains; this composition and 


weight were incorporated in the 


Coinage Act of 1873. The Act of 


_ April 22, 1864, also authorized a 


bronze two-cent piece, of 96 
grains, but this coin was discon- 
tinued by the Coinage Act of 
1873. 

A five-cent piece, the well 
known “nickel,” was authorized 
by the Act of May 16, 1866, and 
continued in the Coinage Act of 
1873. Its weight was fixed at 77.16 
grains (75 percent copper and 
25 percent nickel). A. three-cent 
piece of nickel, weighing 30 grains, 
authorized in the Act of March 
3, 1863, was coined until discon- 
tinued by the Act of September 
26, 1890. 

The Act of February 12, 1873, 
made minor coins legal tender for 
amounts not exceeding 25 cents, 
and authorized their redemption 


‘in lawful money in sums of $20. 


The effect of the Act of May 12, 
1933, as amended by the Joint 
Resolution of June 5, 1933, on the 
25-cent limit has not yet been the 
subject of court interpretation. 

Production of a new wartime 
one-cent coin was provided for in 
the Act of December 18, 1942 (ef- 
fective until December 31, 1946) 
in order to save strategic copper 
and tin for war uses. Production 
of zinc-coated steel one-cent piece 
was begun under this Act in Feb- 
ruary, 1943, and discontinued on 
December 31, 1943, after the pass- 
ing of the acute phase of the cop- 
per stringency. On January 1, 
1944, coinage of a modified cop- 
per alloy cent was begun. This 
coin is similar to the standard 
bronze cent eseept that it con- 
tains no tin. 

The Act of March 27, 1942 (ef- 
fective until December 31, 1945) 
similarly authorized a change in 
the composition of the five-cent

piece. Production of the new coin, 
which was composed of 35% sil- 
ver, 56% copper and 9% manga- 
nese, begun on October 1, 1942, 
and it was coined through Decem- 
ber 31, 1945. 
History of the Monetary Standard 
Under the Articles of Confed- 
eration, the Congress in 1785 
adopted the dollar as the mone- 
tary unit of the United States, 
and in 1786 fixed its value at 
375.64 grains of pure silver. This 
unit was derived from the Span- 
ish piaster, or milled dollar, which 
had constituted a large part of 
the metallic circulation of the 


English colonies in America. 


Congress, by the Act of April 
2, 1792, established the first mone- 
tary system of the United States 
under the Constitution. This Act 
provided “that the money of ac- 
count of the United States shall 
be expressed in dollars or units, 
dismes or tenths, cents or hun- 
dredths, and milles or thou- 
sandths,” and established two 
units of value: the gold dollar 
containing 24.75 grains of pure 


_ gold 27 grains of standard gold 
0.916-2/3 fine), and the silver do!- 


lar containing 371.25 grains of 
pure silver (416 grains of stand- 
ard silver 0.8924 fine), the pro- 
portionate mint ratio of the two 
metals being 1 to 15. A mint was 
established at Philadelphia, and 
provision was made for the coin- 
age of both gold and silver coins. 
The coinage was unlimited and 
there was not mint charge. Both 
gold and silver coins were legal 
tender. 

The Act of 1792 undervalued 
gold in relation to silver, and gold 
was therefore exported. To rem- 
edy this the Act of June 28, 
1834, reduced the content of the 
gold dollar from 24.75 to 23.2 
grains of pure gold, and reduced 
the standard weight from 27 to 
25.8 grains, thus reducing the 
fineness to 0.899225, and, since 
the fine content of the silver dol- 
lar was unchanged, making the 
mint ratio between gold and sil- 
ver 1 to 16.002. By the Act of 
January 18, 1837, the fineness of 
both gold and silver coins was 
fixed at 0.9000, and the weight of 
the gold dollar was fixed at 25.8 
grains of standard or 23.22 grains 
of pure gold; and, since the fine 
content of the silver dollar was 
unchanged, a new mint ratio of 
1 to 15.988+ for gold and silver 
was thereby established. 

However, both the Acts of 1834 
and 1837 undervalued. silver in 
terms of gold, and silver was at- 
tracted to Europe by the more 
favorable ratio there obtaining. 
By the Act of February 21, 1853, 
in order to eliminate the dis- 
advantages resulting from the dis- 
appearance of fractional silver 
coins from circulation, the fine 
silver content of silver coins for 
fractional parts of a dollar was 
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reduced approximately 7 percent 
(previously their silver content 
had been exactly proportional to 
that of the silver dollar), and they 
were made legal tender to the 
amount of $5 only (previously 
they had been full legal tender). 
This Act also discontinued free 
coinage of fractional silver coins, 
and provided that thereafter they 
should be coined only for the ac- 
count of the Treasury, any profit 
accruing to the United States 
through their coinage to be cover- 
ed into the Treasury as seig- 
niorage. 

The Act of February 12, 1872, 
codified the coinage laws then in 
effect and made a number of 
changes in the monetary struc- 
ture. This Act declared that a 
gold “one-dollar piece” (of un- 
changed fineness and _ content, 
25.8 grains of standard gold 0.900 
fine, or 23.22 grains of pure gold) 
should be “the unit of value”; 
coinage of gold was to be un- 
limited, and gold coins were full 
legal tender. Silver coins for frac- 


tional parts of a dollar, except for — 


the half-dime which was abolish- 
ed, were continued, as provided 
in the Act of 1853, with only a 
slight change in their silver con- 
tent (and without change in their 
limited legal tender qualities). 
Former provision for silver dol- 
lars (of 371.25 grains of pure sil- 
ver) was omitted (a trade dollar 
containing 378 grains of pure sil- 
ver, intended for export to the 
Orient in exchange for goods, was 
authorized; its free coinage was 
discontinued in 1878). 

The Act of February 28, 1878, 
(Bland-Allison Act) again provid- 
ed for the coinage of the silver 
dollar of the weight (412.5 grains) 
and standard (0.900 fine), i.e, 
371.25 grains of pure silver, as 
provided by the Act of January 
18, 1837, and provided that all 
such silver dollars together with 
those previously coined should be 
legal tender at their nominal 
value for all debts and dues, pub- 
lic and private, except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated in 
the contract. 

The Act of July 14, 1890, (Sher- 
man Act) which provided for the 
purchase of silver and the is- 
suance of Treasury notes of the 
United States in payment there- 
for states “that upon demand of 
the holder of any of the Treasury 
notes herein provided for the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall, un- 
der such regulations as he may 
prescribe, redeem such notes in 
gold or silver coin, at his discre- 
tion, it being the established policy 
of the United States to maintain 
the two metals on a parity with 
each other upon the present legal 
ratio, or such ratio as may be 
provided by law.” 

The Act of November 1, 1893,

going at the annual rate of 9 
billion. Concurring with Secre- 
tary Dillion he stated that the 
entire coin situation has improv- 
ed but the demand still exceeds 
the supply in the case of coins 
other than pennies and that the 
situation remains somewhat tight. 

Miss Adams stated that she be- 
lieved the proper answer is for 
the mint to manufacture all coins 
necessary to satisfy the demand 
for coins for all purposes. You 
might well ask the question, How 
high is up? Where does it all 
end? 

The coin shortage has created 
a silver shortage. In a moment 
I will discuss the silver situa- 
tion. At this time I am interest- 
ed in finding out more about 


. what caused the coin shortage, 


why it continues, and when it 
will finally be ended. Most im- 
portant of all is to insure that 
this situation will not occur again. 

There is little point in delving 
further into the coin shortage, 
but it is necessary to find out 
what keeps it going, what can 
be done to end it, and most im- 
portant what can be done to keep 
it from reoccurring in the fu- 
ture. Obviously the number of 
coins being produced should be 
far more than enough to take 
care of our requirements. The 
problem is to find out what hap- 
pens to them after they are put 
into circulation. 

The Director of the Mint has 
stated that ‘our primary re- 
sponsibility is to produce domes- 
tic coins for commerce.’’ This is 
the key to the solution of our 
coinage problem. Domestic coins 
for various reasons are being 
used for purposes other than for 
commerce. The most important 
characteristic of a coin used as 
a medium of exchange is that 
it must not have other values 
which will detract from its use 
as a medium of exchange. 

As a result of the coin shortage 
we have many factors which af- 
fect the circulation of coins. In 
addition to the numismatists, 
there has been a great increase 
in collecting, hoarding, and specu- 
lating in coins. Those who need 
large numbers of coins in the 
conduct of business are holding 
on to them rather than turning 


. them into the banks for redistri- 


bution. This holding of coins is 
one of the most important fac- 
tors in the coin shortage. It has 
disrupted the normal pattern of 
circulation. This will continue un- 
til those who need coins are as- 
sured that there will be a plenti- 
ful supply through the normal 
channels. 

Possibly the root of the coinage 
problem lies in the fact that the 
coins we are producing have a 
greater value or potential value 
for purposes other than com- 
merce. As a example, the Ken-

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be submitted by the administra- 
tion dealing with the question of 
silver coinage. Any such legis- 
lation will affect industrial users 
and producers of silver, as well 
as users of coins. 

There has been talk ‘of pro- 
hibiting melting down of coins, 
hoarding and ending the activi- 
ties of speculators who sell cir- 
culating coins at a premium. 
There has also been talk of stop- 
ping or curtailing the redemp- 
tion of silver certificates, plac- 
ing an embargo on the export of 
silver bullion as well as silver 
coins, and reestablishing the Gov- 
ernment control of silver through 
end-use certificates. I submit 
that the Congress should take a 
very long look at these proposals 
before taking any action, and 
I suggest that the Treasury do 
the same. 

Coins placed in circulation are 
purchased by the people. The 
mutilation of coins is already 
prohibited by law, which is a 
proper and necessary prohibition. 
Apart from this, the people should 
be entitled to use their coins as 
they see fit. If they wish to melt 
them down for the metal con- 
tent. they should be permitted 
to do so. In fact, this actually 
would result in a profit to the 
Government as the Government 
would not have to redeem them 
with paper money. It would be 
impossible to enforce such a law 
prohibiting the melting down of 
coins. 

Should laws be passed to pro- 
hibit hoarding? How does one 
draw the line between hoarding 
and saving, if there is any? Are 
we to deprive the citizens of this 
country of the opportunity to 
save coins? Are we to stop our 
children from putting coins in 
piggy banks? Attempts to enforce 


such a law would make the at- — 


tempt to enforce prohibition look 
comparatively easy. 

It would be equally difficult to 
enforce an embargo on the ex- 
port of silver coins. An embargo 
on the export of silver bullion

could boomerang. Normally this 
country is a net importer of sil- 
ver. Are we to destroy our trade 
relations with other countries and 
jeopardize our future relations 
through an embargo which should 
not be necessary?” 

Rep. Conte’s Cure — ‘I submit 
that before we turn this country 
into a police state, we eliminate 
the speculative interest in silver 
which is the root of the prob- 
lem. If we can eliminate this 
factor, the interest in coins and 
in bullion will be eliminated. Let 
us give our coins a chance to 
circulate in a normal manner. 
This can be done very simply. 


All we have to do is to provide — 
for new coins which contain no 


silver.”

the range of copper-nickel alloys. 
A zirconium alloy is non-mag- 
netic and somewhat lighter than 
silver. It is believed that changes 
could be made in the present 
coin rejectors so that they could 
handle both silver and zirconium 
coins. 

A zirconium alloy would be an 
ideal material for producing coins 
Since it has excellent corrosion 
resistance, wear resistance and 
is extremely difficult to counter- 
feit. The primary metal is pro- 
duced by three U. S. companies 
and there are tremendous reserv- 
es of the required ore which 
should assure an ample supply 
for years to come.”

THIS week saw major series de- 
clines by cents, nickels, dimes 
and Peace dollars. Meanwhile, 
quarters edged up to a new hign 
for the year and considerable ac- 
tivity was recorded by the 1964 
U. S. proof set and the 1965 Ca- 

nadian proof like set. 

The quarter series is perhaps 
the quietest of those now trading 
and yet the various issues conti- 
nually gain a half here, a dollar 
_ there, and close each week just 
a bit higher. There are seldom 
major movements in the quarters, 


(witness this week’s largest move 


of five dollars) but‘ most of the 
dates from the forties through the 
fifties are steadily increasing in 
value. 

The cents, nickels, dimes and 


- Peace dollars scored 68 declines 


against nine advances, and many 
of the changes were disquieting- 
ly large. In the cents, the 1960-P 
‘small date roll lost $15. In the 
nickels, while the 1950-D lost $25, 
three other issues lost five dol- 
lars or more apiece. It was also 


noted, however, that three issues, . 


the 1942-P II, 1951-S and 1939-S 
each gained five dollars to offset 
the other series losses. A major 
offering of 1943-D rolls on the 
market tumbled the price some

only three declines. But while the 
largest gain was one dollar scor- 
ed by several rolls, the 1950-D 
and 1953-P each lost five dollars. 
As a matter of fact, looking over 
the halves, dimes and nickels, it 
was a pretty bad week if your 
name was 1950-D. 

We hasten to point out that 
Peace dollars really didn’t tumble 
quite as bad and as suddenly as 
might seem. We took a large sam- 
ple of newspaper advertising and, 
with reference to the tapes, re- 
alligned quite a few of the prices 
to a more realistic level. For 
those of you who are running 
statistical studies off these fig- 
ures, consider the changes as tak- 
ing place over a three week 
period. It appears that the high 
priced issues of the Peace series 
are correcting downward and that 
the market for these coins is very 
thin.

some of the more expensive is- 
sues of the Morgan series and the 
same rules apply. It is extremely 
hard to give accurate quotes on 
many of these rolls because they 
seldom appear on the tapes. Large 
increases were noted for the 
1896-0, 1886-S, and 1888-S while 
correspondingly large losses were 
scored by the ’92 and ’84 CC is- 
sues. 

Proof sets were quiet this week 
with the main interest being 
shown in the 1964 sets. As it be- 
comes more and more certain that 
the 1964 half will be the only issue 
in .900 fine silver, this set begins 
to take on a special value all its 
own. 

In the Canadian market place, 
several dealers very effectively 
put a floor under the 1965 proof 
like issue by ordering at $5.25 per 
set, all they could get. At market 
close Wednesday, they weren’t 
getting very many, either. It ap-

pears that the floor will be fifty 
cents higher than we predicted 
last’ week. 


The Market Opinion 

It appears that the major specu- 
lations of spring and early sux- 
mer will be the 1964 U. S. proof 
sets and the 1965 Canadian sets. 
In a period of slow moving prices, 
chances are that many will jump 
aboard this action and, because 
of their presence, raise the prices 
just that much further. With the 
assimilation of the ’64’s by the 
general public in single set quan- 
tities, and the accumulation of 


large hoards by individuals who 


have no intention of selling, the 
supply of the 1964 sets on the 
market at any one time is sur- 
prisingly small. A concerted effort 
by a number of participants could 
lift the price back into the twen- 
ties with ease. 


We have done a statistical study 
on the Canadian 1965 proof like 
sets and obtained the following 
results: Confirmations are now 
out on about three fourths of the 
orders not rejected. Confirmations 
are now numbered in the 500,000’s 
and, if we assume that most ord- 
ers are for five sets, we can place 
the number of sets to be prepar- 
ed at about three and a half mil- 


lion. It still remains to be learn- 


ed from Canada just how many 


sets they plan to mint and wheth- © 


er they really intend to reopen 
order acceptance. If they do not, 
the ’65 sets might well be a bet- 
ter buy then they now appear.
